“He told the story of twenty-six 
murders, the result of conspiracies in 
which all the accused parties were in- 
terested. When this story is given to 
the public, I believe it will be the 
greatest narrative of crime which the 
world knows.

The Mayor of Ber- 
lin handed the Emperor a document 
bearing the names of the Emperor and 
Empress, and showing an expenditure 
of $125,000 for charitable institutions. 
Their Majesties, according to a reso- 
lution announced months ago, will not 
receive presents from their subjects 
except the money for charitable uses 
which many municipalities and numer- 
ous mercantile companies and private 
individuals have voted or donated, out 
out of respect for the Emperor and 
Empress, for new hospital extensions 
or for founding new institutions for 
the relief of the suffering, estimated at 
$10,000,000 or $12,000,000. 
Such an outpouring of donations is 
quite without precedent in Germany. 
About one hundred annexes or new 
foundations will be dedicated in Prus- 
sia Tuesday, all receiving the name of 
the Emperor or the Empress.

Southern California for government 
regulation of rates, and it has not been 
artificially manufactured by a few poli- 
ticlans and a man in Milwaukee. In 
October, 1905. an I e Commerce 
Law Convention was held in Chicago 
for the express purpose of supporting 
the President in his demand for such 
legislation as is embodied in the Hep- 
burn bill. That convention was com- 
posed of 353 delegates representing 306 
commercial organizations in all parts of 
the United States. No less than 72 Cali- 
fornian organizations sent delegates, 
among them the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce. All the citrus fruit as- 


‘| soclations, exchanges and unions were 


represented. The Chamber of Com- 
merce spent some money to send to the 
convention the ablest advocate of rail- 
way rate regulation to be found in 
California, and he voiced that demand 
which—so the Chamber of Commerce 
is now told—was manufactured arti- 
ficially by politicians lustful for power. 

The railroads know something about 
the artificial manufacture of public 
opinion. The chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the convention re- 
ported that railway attorneys were 
sent out in private cars to secure the 
appointment of delegates of their own 
selection, offering to furnish free trans- 
portation and pay all expenses, and 
that they did secure over one hundred 
delegates from Southern Californie 
alone. In their attempt to pack the 
convention with delegates opposed to 
its objects, the railroads even went so 
far as to furnish persons with bogus 
and counterfeit credentials. 

The railroad manufacturers of artifi- 
cial public opinion were kicked out of 
the convention, and In a rump conven- 
tion of their own resolved that there 
was no complaint as to the reasonable- 
ness of railroad rates and no necessity 
for legislation. 

The Hepburn bill is an answer to the 
demand of the Californian orange 
growers and millions of other Ameri- 
can citizens for a square deal from the 
railroads. It is not an entirely satis- 
factory answer, but it is a step in the 
right direction, and if enacted will give 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion the power to fix rates and enforce 
them at least until a court sets aside 
its orders. The Hepburn bill contains 
the possibility of a saving to the 
orange growers of a miliion dollars a 
year—perhaps more—and that means 
the difference between making and 
losing money on their crops.

NIONISM IN ST. LOUISE. 

A scathing arraignment of trades 
unions and union methods is contained 
in a report of the grand jury in St. 
Louis, Mo., recently rendered. The 
facts set forth by the jury were un- 
doubtedly correct, for an official body 
would not, of course, venture to em- 
body in its report a tissue of falee- 
hoods. The jury found that the build- 
ing trades of St. Louis, upon which the 
growth of the city so vitally depends, 
“are suffering from lawless, arbitrary, 
and foolish acts of labor unions.” It 
was found that union dictation had 
been carried so far that mechanics are 


to the union, and that contractors must 
either employ union men, to the exclu- 
sion of all others, or go out of business. 
Arbitrary fines have been imposed up- 
on workmen and contractors as a 
means of compelling “recognition of 
the union; sympathetic strikes have 
been called in one trade because of the 
alleged violation of union rules in an- 
other, because of tne use of materials 
deemed “unfair.” and even because of 
iisagreements among unions; prohibit- 
ry initiation fees have kept down the 
membership of unions so as to cause 
1 scarcity of mechanics and artisans; 
numerous agreements in restraint of 
trade have worked incalculable 
injury and injustice; apprenticeship 
‘has been so limited by union rules that 
“a proprietor cannot, in some trades, 
teach his own son hie calling in his 
shop,” thus virtually condemning 
American youths to idleness or crime. 
One case is cited wherein the cost of 
a public school was increased $1800 be- 
cause the union rules required that two 
coats of plaster should be used when 
only one coat was specified In the con- 
tract. In another instance the window 
frames for a large mercantile building 
were taken apart and put together 
again without alteration, for no other 
reason than that they were made by 
non-union labor, and the union carpen- 
ters refused to set them. 

“These, and numerous other exam- 
pies of which we have competent evi- 
dence,” declares the grand jury, 
“demonstrate that investments cannot 
be made in building enterprises except 
subject to artificial conditions created 
by illegal acts of the Building Trades 
Council and the various unions affili- 
ated with it. In our opinion these acts 
are subversive of personal and property 
rights, and we regret to find that 
Missouri has not laws adequate to cope 
with them.” 

in view of the disgraceful and 
dangerous conditions existing in St. 
Louis, the grand jury earnestly recom- 
mends that “immediate steps be taken 
to revise the statutes covering intimi- 
dation, extortion, conspiracy, and re- 
straint of trade; and also that “a law 
be enacted requiring bodies of organ- 
ized labor to Incorporate.” 

The situation in St. Louis is existent, 
in greater or leas degree, in many other 
cities of the United States. Chicago, 
New York, Boston, San Francisco, and 
other large cities of the country are 
victims of this un-American, sense- 
less and detestable tyranny of union- 
lem. It is one of the most astounding 
facts of industrialism that employers, 
municipalities and workingmen in 
general will submit to the domination 
of a few noisy biatherskites who pro- 
fess to speak and act in the name of 
“labor.” 

Every city in the land, and in the 
world, might be industrially as free as 
is Los Angeles, if citizens would stand 
together for right and justice and inde- 
pendence. These false and dishonest 
“labor leaders” thrive only by public 
tolerance and apathy. They are “graft- 
ers” of the most vicious and most in- 
sufferable kind; grafters more danger- 
ous and more injurious to a city’s wel- 
fare than those who put their hands 
into the public treasury, or accept 
bribes to betray the people. They pol- 
son the minds of many honest but 
credulous men, only to rob, betray, and 
ruin tnem They sow the seeds of dis- 
cord where peace and harmony should 
exist, and would exist but for their 
baneful influence.

Value of Black Sands.

To Preserve Niagara Falls. 
From all over the country pro- 
tests are being heard against the fur- 
ther destruction of Niagara Falls by 
the withdrawal of the waters for elec- 
tric power purposes. On the American 
side of the great cataract the diversion 
of close upon 50,0% cubic feet of water 
per second is already authorized, while 
on the Canadian side the actual instal- 
lations of machinery, together with 
the developments planned, require 
double that amount. While legislation 
is nding in New York State to re- 
strict the destructive use of the water- 
fall for commercial purposes, it is ob- 
vious that the whole question, being an 
International one, must be handled by 
the Federal government. The wer 
companies themselves on this side of 
the stream are anxious to have this 
national control established. Similarly 
on the Oanadian side the power com- 
nies are in favor of the question be- 
ng taken out of the jurisdiction of the 
province of Ontario. and entrusted to 
the Dominion government. Thus the 
firet foundations are being laid for a 
clear international understanding and 
final agreement. Above and below the 
falls the river remains navigable as 
before, because the water, after its use 
In the chutes for power-generating pur- 
poses, is returned to the stream. So 
the starting point of the proposed 
treaty will be that. in so much as 
Niagara is a boundary river, the two 
governments have the right to impose 
such conditions and regulations upon 
the use of the waters, as they may 
deem fit and proper, irrespective of all 
other rights claimed by subordinate 
ures or riparian owners. Only 
by such a treaty can the progressive 
spoliation of the falls by the power 
companies be prevented.

yesterday morning to hear Dr. Sam- 
uel A. Eliot expected that he would 
score the action of the National @ed- 
eration of Christian churches for de- 
nying admission to Unitarians at its 
recent convention in New York, they 
were disappointed, for he made not the 
slightest reference to the radical or- 
thodox measures of that body, unless 
certain pointed paragraphs in the 
scripture lesson might be interpreted 
as having a direct bearing upon the 
subject. 

Dr. Eliot is president of the Ameri- 
can Unitarian Association, and a son 
of President Charles Eliot of Harvard 
University. He has come to the Coast 
on a twofold errand—to assist en es- 
tablishing a Pacific Coast Unitarian 


school at Berkeley, and to dedicate the 
Unitarian Church in Seattle where, 


* identified 


nineteen years ago, he was pastor. Dr. 
Eliot strongly resembles his distin- 
guished father in personal appearance. 
He has the same splendid bearing and 
stalwart figure. His keen, dark eyes 
lange rapidly from side to side as he 
measures his audience. His speech is 
dellberate and impressive. He spoke 
from no text or manuscript, but drew 
his topic from the scripture lesson, 
which he read at the beginning of the 
service from the second and third chap- 
ters of II Corinthians in which Paul 
deciares that his preaching, though it 
bring not excellency of speech or of 
human wisdom, yet consisteth in the 
power of God, and so far excelleth the 
human sense as that the natural man 
cannot understand it. 

Dr. Eliot extended greetings to the 
church as a preface to his remarks, ro- 
ferring back to the days when Rev. 
Eli Fay was pastor and he himself was 
preaching in Seattle, a young minister 
who was much influenced by the opti- 
mistic views of Dr. Fay. He said that 
he had known personally all the suc- 
ceeding ministers of the church here, 
and had watched its progress in 

and evil days with much interest. “The 
free church,” he said, “is bound to- 
gether with you in the law of liberty, 
and would, through me, greet you as 
a part of their sisterhood. Their 
strength is your strength their weak- 
ness is your weakness, therefore, let us 
culture a sense of n When 
vou want to strike a good blow for 
righteousness, you strike together. I 
want to speak to you for a few minutes 
about the fundamental impulses that 
bind us together—the reality and valid- 
ity of these emotions which are ac- 
tually the dynamic of an organization 
like this. Christianity seems to be in 
some circles a matter of devotion to 
ritual and form. Christianity certainly 
includes a belief; it certainly includes 
some forms of associated worship and 
outward devotion. It Includes also 
good works, but when we analyse our 
religion down to the bottom do we not 
| discover an emotion? Christianity is 
partly an affair of the head, for it in- 


partly an affair of the head, 
— it involves _ thinking. It is 
party an affair of the hands, for 


it involves doing, but down at the bot- 
tom it is an affair of the heart-of 
deep and tender feeling. Religion is 
not a matter of unrealities. If there 16 
truth that I do not know I want to 
know it, no matter what idols I may 
shatter. The most invigorating spir- 
itual atmosphere must always be real- 
ity, but there is an appeal to the sen- 
timent and to the spiritual, as well as 
to the sensual. These we are told, are 
not the days of hope and love, but of 
atatisti¢s and facts. I am not very 
much frightened, however, about the 
decay of idealism. Spiritual life is not 
something that can be weighed and 
measured. Sctence sees as yet, in a 
Flas darkly. Our thought or belief has 
to go on foot, but our imagination and 
keel take the wings of the morning 
and fiy. Men feel before they think, 
and emotion outlasts all argument. The 
plays of Shakespeare will still be read 
when Parliament has ceased to legis- 
late. Logie may be inadequate to 
vindicate the Bible, but when we read 
great alive with dramatic 
situations, fragrant with love and pic- 
torlal with the visions of the poet, ev- 
ery fiber in us responds, The power of 
Jesus Christ does not appear in argu- 
ment, but rather in inspiration, in the 
power to send men out in pursuit of 
perfection. Christianity has not been 
affected because the forms that con- 
tain it have disappeared, the new wine 
has simply burst the old bottles. 
“‘The most commonplace soul I ever 
met had its inevitable fairy land of 
fancy. The most practical of us live 
more in what we want to be than in 
what we are. These dreams, are they 
not the great reality of our lives and 
not just bubbles thta burst at the 
touch of hard facts? After all, God 
is not just a great mechanic. He is 
the author of the flower, the snowflake 
and all the sweet sentiment of nature, 
as He has made it and we are right 
on the Une of divine work when we ac- 
knowledge the sway of these deeper 
emotions. I have sometimes thought 
that the best parts of religion are those 
that express themselves naturally in 
music. Controversial argument is not 
never heard of a choir 
sing the thirty-nine 
articles or of a composer who wanted 


to set to music a creed, but the Psalms — 


set themselves naturally to song. The 
fundamental dynamic of human lite is 
faith. and love, and hope... Reason has 
got to be lifted on the shoulders of 
some deep and true emotion. no- 
blest impulse is that which is shot
